Burthis I muſt ay of the (avaleers, I could never obſerye any 
of them ſo tranſcendent]y bold, as to fancy, they ditZelpe God, 
obucanſe by their Cur)1ng; nor yet co profeſſe pudliquely, that 
the Falt day was a day /eaſonable tor rhe practice thereof; nor 
dre we whoare Miniſters among themgteach any ſuch dodrine, 
for we have not [o learned Chriſt: nobut let M. Afar/ball and all 
bude know; that we thinke,weare bound in Conſcience upon 
the Faff dayes, to diſcover the horrid nature of the ſinne of Swea- 
ring, and of Crfing others, evento the faces of thoſe we Con» 
cveguilty of it ; endeavouring thereby to humble their ſoules 
forit: And we pray our ſelves and teach others, that *tis the 
atyof Chriſtians to pray for all, and ro c#r/e none: no not thoſe 
thatare for the preſent Enemies to God, or to themſe]ves; who 
tbirſt for the ruine of Chrifts Goel, and of the defender and Pro- 
{oursof it; we hope and pray, for their Converſions, for we 
know not, but God may cal] themat the eleventh houre: onely 
we pray that their miſchievors imaginations againſt the Lord, 
ad apainſt his Annoynted, and ſervants, may ever proSer; that 
tteir Hypecriſie may be diſcovered; that ſothe ſimple well mea- 
lng Pcople may no longer be deluded by them, we pray, Fi# 
thei faces with hame of their owne doings, that they may ſeeke thy 
Name 0 Loyd, We conceive that curſing of others, on the Faff 
aq, wouldrather appeare tobe an ac ot Pride inus, and of /elfe 
Jfification: then of ſelfe condemnation, which is the proper at

cend they will (through Gods gratious acceptance by Chriſts

And we thinke we helpe the Lord and his canſe beſt; When we 
waike onely in that way, which himſeife doth lead us in, my 
wherein h# cauſe alwayes at tne laft, hath be{ thrived and prof. 
percd: and that hath been not the 4igh way of Curjinganil tl 
advancing, but the low way of praying ind [elfe denying, year

The predominant part ot his Auditory, ( their hearts being 
thereby fitred and prepared to Crwe/ry,) fell ropur the fame in 
ftice: for hereupon the /ands of that Nation vere expoſed tG 
fale, by an Ordinance of the Honſe, and fome of the embers 
{ who it ſeems had drank downe a Jarger draught of his doctrine 
then thereſt) would have had it allo decreed,char the Iriſh ſhould 
k rooted ont from being a Nation,they ſhould all be put to rhe 
word, that fo their very name might be had no more in remem- 
hance, for this indeed according ro M. Afar/bal's phraſe and in. 
tion (pag.5.) was fully rocurſe them, vehemently to curſe 
them, aud mever to leave curſing them, even to annihilare them; »y 
wg them, whereupon the Popiſh 7ri/2 fearing to be quite 
otgone in cruelty by theſe new Reformers, grew deſperate 171»

"mzyagaine under his proteRion, ſerve thee the living God, & have 
"no more leading into Captivity, no more of this lamentable 
"complaining in onr ftreets, Amen, Amen.Good Lord. Amen.
